Foreign I 
ers will be allowed to visit I'ekin hereafter uiiiler the 
passport system. At Uan-kon and Kin-kiang, 
ports on the Yang-bse river, there is slill consider- 
able disaffection towards foreigners. The Shang- 
liiip Sleiim Navigation Company hii-^ jnsi been in- 
aoaeruted; its object being to furnish a licet of ^ 
sloamers from the Vang-tze, and probably the 
coasts of China and Japan. 

Okeoon.— Dates from Portland, by the arrival 
of the ateamer Anderson, are to the 14th, and from 
Lewfsf'on'to the 10th. $100,000 in Salmon Hivcr 
gold dust was received at Portland on the evening 
of the Dlh. The river at I-rwislon was 'S'. feet 
deep iu the stores and still rising. .Many build- 
ings hate been swept away. Four men were 
drowned in the Clear Water Kiver while rafting 
logs. The news from tlic diggings is considered 
' favorable by the Tiinrs, and the arrival of three 
German miners with over 3i) )l) ounces, which they 
had taken out during the winter, is chronicled.

The party then 
Bcat themselves anil solemnly remain for the space 
of five minutes watching ihe clients of the dram, 
when, if no signs of approaching dissolution be 
BiantfMied by the barkeeper, the whole crowd mn 
fidently advance and Imbibe.

Copper Mines. 

EuiToB BuiTisH Colonist: — As conaidereable 
sums of money have been spentby this community 
in searching for copper mines, and as it is more 
than probabli; that a large proportion of the money 
has been literally thrown away, from the absence 
of that knowledge of the business absolutely 
necessary to guide us in our operations, I have 
thought proper to offer for the perusal of your 
readers, a few important extracts from highly re- 
liable authorities on mining, and which, though 
they can have no effect on what we have already 
done, may perhaps serve to enlighten and stimu- 
late us in our future operations. , „ , 

'riiiiB A'kins.— iruc vein may bo defined as a 
fissure in the solid crust of the earth, of indefinite 
length or depth, which, baa been filled more or 
less iierleelly with mineral substances ; Of in Other 
words, an aggregation of mineral m Biter, atscom- 
panirdbv metalliferous ores, within a orevloe or 
fissure which h,->d its origin in gome deep-seated 
cause, and miiv be presumed to extend for nn in- 
delinite distance downwards. 

True veins are al-nost umviT<;illv adinitlnl by 
geologi;<t8 li> have oriitin-itid in ■■l.,iilts" or dislo- 
eilliuns, caused hv greiil ilyiKUiiiral ai,'('n(:ies, ctjii- 
nocted with extensive moveuienis of the eiirth 6 
crust, and for this reason Ihey arc l)elievi:d t.. ex- 
tend indefinitely d jwnw.ird8, an assumption which 
is supported by tacts, since no well devoloped and 
defined vein has ever been found entirely termin- 
ating in depth. Gash veins on the other haiid, oc- 
cupying fissures which have rcMulted from shrlnk- 
agu of the rocks, cannot be expected to extend In- 
to strata of adilforcnt charncler from that of the 
bed in which they originated. 

The linear extent of trnr veins is vrryvni ious 
in different instances. Some ol' the lonijesi known 
have been traced imnv niil. s ; lint usii:ul.v, uven if 
thev cxti'ini f.ir so .■■oiisiclcT:ililc n di^lam-i- lhe\ 
are iiol lonna to be ini |iregn..t.'.l willi ore llinniKh 
the wliole of their ciiurBc. The lon;!er the vein 
is, as a general rule, Ihe moru likely it is to be, in 
some parts of its course, rich in ores. 'Fhe width 
of u vein is not uecessarilv in relation toils length; 
some, which are well defined and traceable lor a 
great distance longiludlnnally, are quite iiairow. 
From the nature of their origin, their direction and 
dimensions must be 8oiiiewli;it irergular, since the 
two portions of the rook on e;i( h side of the origi- 
nal crack having been inovi d in relation to each 
other, the uneven s des of the fissure will have 
given rise to cavitiea of uneiin.d wnlth. lh;itsuoh 
motion has taken place is abundantly prove:l, in 
iiuiiieroiis iiislaiiecs, by the :n:lu.il (li.^iil.ir.-ni.nit of 
strata or mineral masses onee evulenlly continu- 
mu and now removed to a greater or le>« distance 
from each other, both in a vertical and horizontal 
direction. Such cracks frequently exist in the 
stratified rocks, and have not been a>led up With 
mineral and metallic substances Iii BUch 
cases, when there has been a perceptible ver- 
tical movement of the two sides m rcgurd to each 
other, the break of continuity is called a ' fault. 
Fissures thus formed mny have been the recepla- 
cles of mineral nutter uiuDiinected with any uict- 
alliferous ores, as in the case of dykes of trap or 
veins of granite, which are usually .:onsidcn' I to 
have spurned their present p.isHmn while in a 
plastic or soft state. The filling of er.icks in sueti 
cases was a process of short ihiration, oniparert 
with the time required for the f..rmalioii of veins 
containing metallic mailer. In oilier instances 
there may he regular veinstones accumulated be- 
tween Ihe w.ills of a Bssure, and vet ore be entirely 
wantin -; bill it is rare that Ihia la the case, 
since iu almost every vein In which mineral mat- 
ter has slowly gathered, there have been metallic 
substances present tU some part of its course dur- 
ing some part of the time of its formation. 

" In regard to the occurrence of Ihe true metul- 
lifenms vriiis, there is no fact more ,-tti'..ing than 
that l/ici/ lire r.irrly foiirul singly, but rather ill 
The grrmps. often in a complirated net-work.crowd- 
ed into a comparatively narrow spai'C. I he great 
mining regions oi-cupv but a small space of tne 
earth's surface, while verv extensive tract* arc al- 
most wholelr iloslituie of inet:illiferous indications. 
L,.t any one take a map of Kuri^pe and color upon 
it the lu st known mining districts, which f""^"'*" 
laru'.' iioriioiis of the moials of commerce, and he 
will lie a.^t nished at the small spaco they ooeupy. 
groniis of veins in Cornwall and the Saxon mining 
<li,tni-t« are so coinplic iled in their number and 
varietv of relation to each other that eenluries of 
working upon them h.ive not yet fully devrlopeil 
even Ihe more important facts with regard to 
them."

DEruKciATioN OP GoiD DosT.— Colifomia 
gold dust buyers arc purchasing dust with extreme 
caution. It is found that owing to sulphurets, or 
foreign matter, says the Grass Valley National, 
the loss In melting is much greater than formerly. 
Tho loss ranges from 4 to 6 per cent. Ihis has 
had the effect to reduce tho price of ravino and 
sluicing dust from 2 to 4 bits per ounce, and even 
at this discount buyers can scarcely make them- 
selves whole, wo ore informed. It is folly to sup- 
pose that buyers will pay more for dust than it 
will coin : and miners must make up their ininas 
to sell for what their dust is worth, or send it to 
the iMini and have it coined for iheinseWes. No 
buyer who uiidcrstuuils his buslnesi will pay out 
money at a certain loss.
